The United States Secret
Service is now in the midst of
a “Know Your Endorser” cam-
paign to fight the forgery
racket. It has developed certain
simple rules to help those who
receive checks from the govern-
ment and to safeguard those
who cash these checks when
presented for payment.
they are:

1. Be at home or have a mem-
ber of the family at home to
get the check when it is due.
Protect that check! If it is stol-
en, it may be months before
another can be issued in its
place,

2, 'Be sure your name is
printed clearly on your mailbox,
especially if ‘you live in an
apartmcnl house. If your box
has 'not a lock, get one for it.

3. Try to cash your checks in
the same place each month.
This whl make “identification
easier. The Secret Service is
cautioning merchants and others
to “Know Your Endorser—Re-
quire Identification™

4. Do not endorse your check
until you are in the presence of
the person you will ask to cash
it. If you endorse your check
and lose it, you will also lose
the money it represents,

5. If you change your address,
notify your local post office and
the agency which issues your
checks,

identifies himself as the right.
